He cannot bring himself to believe, 
he says, that they will pay no regard 
to the ancient friendship between 
their people and this nation, or that 
they will destroy United States ships 
or take the lives of American citizens 
in the ruthless naval program they . 
have announced. 

Despite these ancient friendships, 
however, if the President’s confidence 
in the sobriety and prudent foresight 
of their purpose should prove un- 
founded he will come again before 
Congress to ask that authority be 
given him to use any means that may 
be necessary for the protection of 
United States seamen and citizens. 

Count Bernstorff, the German Am- 
bassador, was ‘handed his passports 
shortly before the President delivered 
his address before Congress. 

State Department officials during 
the morning refused to make any 
comment whatever on any phase of 
the situation. Secretary Lansing spent 
some time with the President. Count 
Tarnowski, the new Austrian Ambas- 
sador, called at 11:30 and it was 
known when he would present his cre- 
dentials. Technically he may be re- 
ceived, for the present controversy is 
with Germany alone, and not with the 
Austrian Government.

very action of Charles Humbert, the able editor of 
the Paris paper, Le Journal, has, at any rate, one saving 
grace, namely, its obvious sincerity. 
anything i in the nature of delay, of failure to seize oppor- 
tunities or to grasp the just position and importance of 
events, may often lead him into exaggeration ; but the 
sincerity of his purpose alw ays carries whatever 1s true 
in his statements to a position where it may be recognized. 

This attitude. was specially well ilustrated by M. 
Humbert’s recent action in giving notice in the Senate 
of intention to interpellate the Government on certain 
matters connected with the war. The explanation which 
he afforded’ of his action in the columns of his news- 
paper, avas characteristic of the man. He would have 
preferred fo remain silent ; to have gone on hoping against 
hope fot an awakening: to have refrained from disturb- 
ing “our magnificent people, who demand nothing more 
than to be allowed to work:” but duty commands him to 
speak. And so he goes on to speak,. with -alf that 
remarkable force fulness cf w ‘hich he is sO capable, on 
the ‘‘all- important ‘question of armaments.” - the coun- 
try was awake on many points, but it was not atyake on 
this point. Gereral.Brusiloff might be checked in tlie 
Ieast; British and French light he checked in the West;

The Siiiniaes Siecle Reviewed 


ALTHOUGH it is too early to tell just what effect the 
recent Germain announcement will have on the world’s 
commerce, it seems probable that whatever check it may 
occasion in international trade will be only temporary. 
‘The possibility of international complications between 
the United States and Germany is a more serious con- 
sideration. Fear of war, no doubt, had more to do with 
the sudden downward plunge of securities prices, follow- 
ing the announcement, than anything else. THe shrinkage 
ine values of stocks amounted to hundreds of millions 
of dollars. 

The United States is making great Strides toward the 
expansion of its foreign commerce, and it is doing so 
in a legitimate and praiseworthy Ww ‘ay. The needs of 
other nations are being studied, and efforts put forth 
some time ago’ to encourage closet conimnercial rela- 
tions with various countries are being rewarded by an 
immense growth in international business. Commerce 


befween the’ United States and Russia, and between the. 


United States and Soyth America, has beer making great 
gains, notwithstanding the handicap of steamship short- 
age and high acean freight and insurance rates. Japan 
likewise is enlarging its overseas trade at 4 rapid rate, 
as are Canada and other countries not unmediately within 
the war zone. When the war is over the. belligerent 
countries also will doubtless expand their international 
trade to greater proportions than ever before. 

- It is too early to predict how advantageous. the new 
Federal Shipping Board, now being formed in the United 
States,. will prove to international commerce. Since the 
main purpose of the board 1s to encourage the develop- 
ment of a merchant marine, it goes without saying that, 
if its object is attained, the benefit will be incalculable. 


The great lack experienced by the United States just now . 
The shortage of . 


is that of adequate shipping facilities. 
merchant vessels not only has greatly. hampered the 
United States’ foreign’ commerce, but has added enor- 
mously to the cost of everything shipped to other coun- 
‘tries, because of the high ocean freight charges. The 
absence of an adequate merchant marine would. place the 
United States ut a great disadvantage in its‘effort to hold 
or win a fair share of world trade after the war is over. 
Lower ocean freight rates may not come immediately 
after peace; has been established, or even far some time 
afterward, but there should ev entually be a substantial 
dectine im charges, because of the largé number of bot- 
toms which will be released for mércharit service when 
hostilities shall have ended. The number of vessels 
destroyed since the war began. althdugh very considera- 
ble, represents only about 10 per‘cent-of the world’s ton- 
nage, iccording to Lloyd’s records. The large number 
of ships built during the period offsets the greater part 
of this loss. The shortage is mainly due to the intern- 
ment of nearly all the vessels of the Central European 
Powers, and to the large number of merchant ships taken 


over for the admiralty service.

Northern Women’s Movement 


THE women's movement mm Northern Europe has 
undoubtedly been carried a long step forward by the 
formation of the Federation of Northern Women’s 
Rights Association, which held its first conference at 
Stockholm a short time ago. As was explained in a 
recent dispatch from Stockholm, it was in the summer of 
1914, during the Northern Women’s Congress at Copen- 
hagen, that the idea of forming such’ an association was 
disctissed. This year invitations were sent out by the 
Swedish women's societies fo the various’ women’s socie- 
ties in Norway, Denmark, Finland and Iceland, asking 
them to send delegates to a conference to be held in 
Stockholin. he fact that the invitations were cordially 
accepted and that the delegaies, overcoming the many 
difficulties which at the present time stand in the way ot 
traveling, hnally congregated in the Swedish capital,

There : is, of course, a great work for such an 
association to do. In belligerent countries, where women 
are throwing themselves into the work of the Nation 
Without question asked or terms anade, there is but little 
time and less inclination to discuss and cope with the tre- 
mendous eeonomic changes which these new conditions 
are likely to effect.
